Slim Chance Seen That Cities And 
Towns Al ill Get More State Money 


INDIANAPOLIS UR — The quar­ 
terly distribution of state funds for 
highways and streets is $1,300,000 
under a y ear ago, and there’s slim 
hope that cities and counties will 
get any larger slices 
out of the 
legislature. 
State Auditor Curtis E. Hardin 
said the distribution from motor 
vehicle funds for the last three 
months of 1954 totals $14,058,79 0. 
The split gives the State Highway 
Department $7,451,163, counties $4,- 
49 8, 815 and cities $2,109 ,447. 
Rep. John R. Feighner (R-Mari- 
on), House majority leader, took 
pains Friday to make sure his bill 
makes no change in the present 
distribution 
formula, 
giving 
the 
state 53 per cent, counties 32 and 
cities 15. 
When the bill went through sec­ 
ond reading in the House, Feighner 
himself added amendments, which 
he said would make sure the for­ 
mula remained unchanged. 
The bill, which would put the 
distribution on a monthly basis in­ 
stead of quarterly , is intended to 


produce more money for roads and 
streets now but no more in the 
long run. It will be eligible for a 
final House vote Tusdeay . 
There is another House bill to 
change the formula, giving an ex­ 
tra I per cent to counties and I 
per cent more to cities. 
It was 
sent to the Ways and Means “3 ” 
Committee, a group set up to sift 
money-spending bills, and Chair­ 
man Richard B. Fishering (R. Fort 
Wayne) say s he doubts whether 
it has had “enough study .”

Yearly Report 
On Bond Sales 


Rush County’s U. S. 
Savings 
Bonds sales for 1954 were $584,632 
compared with $585,589 for the pre­ 
ceding y ear, according to a report 
just made to Roy E. Harrold, chair­ 
man of the County U. S. Savings 
Bonds Committee. Sales for Indi­ 
ana were $153,79 6,889 last y ear and 
$137,372,780 for 1953 — a gain qf

No Building Slowdown 


The building boom continues to register 
gains on top of a record in December which 
saw more housing units started than ever 
before in that month in history . Construc­ 
tion of 1,215,000 dwelling units was started 
in 1954, the second highest of any y ear. 
Availability of mortgage funds to finance 
new housing combined with continuing de­ 
mand account for the continuing high rate 
of construction. There is little apprehension 
in financial circles that a weak ened realty 
mark et later may result in defaults on hous­ 
es sold with low down pay ments. 
There is some concern that if continu­ 
ance of the boom results in overbuilding, 
contraction of construction activity could 
affect adversely the general economy . But 
there is no basis for such a fear at the mo­ 
ment.

A former pipefitter, Khrushchev declared 
himself as mortified by the condition of the 
plumbing he found at the leading hotel in 
one of the biggest cities of Siberia. The red 
party chief’s discerning ey e noted that not 
only were the joints badly made but that 
the hotel management, in advance of his 
arrival, has barely managed to paint over 
the rust of the pipes, bungling the job. 
Reports freq uently filter through Soviet 
censorship which reveal the leadership’s 
dissatisfaction with ex isting conditions. It 
was recently disclosed that the brass has 
become disenchanted with tall buildings 
and has ordered new structures to be built 
lower and flatter. 
Of course if Russia were not ruled by edict 
problems of this sort would be solved at the 
local level. Khrushchev shouldn’t be dis­ 
turbed by the plumbing in a single hotel.

J agreed to keep their troops out of 
the area and their planes out of 
the air above it. 
Somoza already has announced 
he would intern any of the Costa 
Rican rebels chased across its bor­ 
der. The demilitarized area runs 
athwart the rebels’ natural escape 
route, between the Pacific Ocean 
and Lake Nicaragua.
